Sir, 


As  directed  by  the  Council  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
circular  l/6l,  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  I960. 
This  report  is  followed  by  that  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector. 

All  persons  concerned  with  the  Public  Health  in  the  town  have  continued  to 
co-operate  whole-heartedly  with  me,  and  I  an  grateful  to  your  Public  Health 
Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Family  Doctors  and  visiting  Consultants, 
and  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  Public  Health  Inspectors 
have  worked  conscientiously  and  I  am  personally  indebted  to  then  and  to  my 
efficient  office  staff. 

I  would  have  liked  to  have  produced  this  Report  earlier  but  pressure  of  work 
has  not  committed  this.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  your  Medical  Officer  should 
have  a  larger  allocation  of  time,  since  it  is  not  possible  with  an  allotment  of 
less  than  one  day  per  week  to  perform  all  the  duties  imposed  by  statute. 

In  the  main  body  of  the  Report  it  will  be. seen  that  those  vital  statistics 
dealing  with  births  and  deaths  compare  favourably  with  those  for  England  and 
Wales,  and  even  with  those  for  the  county  of  Wiltshire. 

The  district  has  been  to  all  intent*  and  purposes,  free  from  infectious 
disease  during  the  year,  and  I  am  happy  that  such  a  large  percentage  of  children 
are  immunised  against  diphtheria.  It  will  be  seen  that  these  had  not  been  a  case 
of  diphtheria  in  the  district  during  the  past  ten  years  or,  for  that  matter,  a 
case  of  smallpox,  but  2C rfo  fewer  children  are  vaccinated  against  smallpox  than  are 
immunized  against  diphtheria.  I  strongly  advise  all  parents  to  have  their 
children  vaccinated  in  the  first  year  of  life. 

In  general,  the  health  of  the  community  of  the  Urban  District  gives  cause 
for  satisfaction.  I  hope  this  state  of  affairs  continues.

The  figures  for  deaths  include  those  of  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  who  were 
stationed  in  the  area*  The  population  figures  given  are  home  populations  (i.e., 
including  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  stationed  in  the  area) .  The  Area  comparability 
factors  for  use  with  crude  birth  and  death  rates  contain  adjustments  for  boundary 
changes  and  make  allowance  fcr  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  bales  as  a  whole.  In  addition, 
the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted  specif icslly  to  take 
account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.

PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  noancst  centre  which  keeps  emergency  supplies  of  sera  for  the 
treatment  of  anthrax,  botulism  and  snake-bite  is:- 

Hcn  Green  Hospital,  Bristol.  Telephone  No.  Pill  21 65 • 

The  Dispensary,  Royal  South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital  carries  snake¬ 
bite  antivenin  not  only  against  native  snakes  but  against  tropical  snakes  which 
may  be  imported  with  cargoes  arriving  at  the  docks. 


Special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax  have  been  provided  by 
the  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Claverton  Down  Hospital,  Bath. 
This  hospital  also  holds  anti-anthrax  serum  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the 
treatment  of  patients  sensitive  to  penioillin. 


Organophosphorus  Poisoning. 

Certain  insecticides  contain  organophosphorus  poisons,  e.g.  parathion. 
Treatment  is  by  pyridine-2-aldoxine  methiodide  (PAM) •  A  small  supply  of  PAM  is 
available  in  the  Royal  Infirmary  Pharmacy  (Telephone  No.  Bristol  22041 ) • 

An  emergency  service  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  organophosphorus 
insecticide  poisoning  is  e,lso  provided  by  the  Medical  Division,  C.D.E.E.  (Ministry 
of  Supply),  Porton,  'wilts.  (Telephone  No.  Idmiston  211  ).

from  taps  in  the  district  shewed  coliforns  before  control  passed  to  the  Board, 
*'°  P°41uoion  has  been  obvious  in  samples  taken  from  taps  in  the  town  since  the 
Board  took  control,  but  two  samples  from  a  service  reservoir  showed  pollution, 

-t  could  be  that  this  water  had  not  been  exposed  to  chlorine  for  a  sufficiently 
long  perioa.  I  trust  that  the  Board  will  continue  to  sustain  the  good  record 
c~  o&rly  months  of  existence.  Although  the  quality  of  the  water  has  been 
satisfactory,  a  sufficient  quantity  has  only  been  maintained  with  difficulty, 
-n_s  s^ate  cf  affairs  will  be  remidied  when  the  Board’s  South  Western  Regional 
Scheme  comes  into  operation  in  the  near  future.  Also,  the  water  derived  from 
ohu  Crockerton  source  has  an  acid  reaction.  For  many  years  this  has  caused 
corrosion  oi  water  fittings  in  the  district,  but  lead  has  never  been  demonstrate 
in  any  domestic  supplies.  This  source  at  Crockerton  is  soon  to  be  abandoned.

The  open-air  pool  is  filled  with  water  from  the  public  mains.  It  is  treated 
by  hand  dosage  with  hyperchlorite  compounds  and  the  water  is  changed  once  a 
fortnight.  A  chlorine  residual  estimation  is  made  each  day.  A  bacteriological 
examination  was  made  in  August  and  shows  the  water  to  be  equivalent  to  drinking 
water. 


During  the  year  it  became  obvious  that  the  sewage  works  were  overloaded.  The 
Council  brought  this  to  the  notice  of  their  Consultant  Engineer  and  steps  were  put 
in  motion  to  expand,  the  works  and  so  prevent  nuisance. 


The  Surveyor  began  to  dispose  of  the  town  refuse  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  during  the  year.  This  is  a  great  step  forward.  There  has  been  no 
nuisance  from  the  controlled  tipping,  and  the  tip  previously  in  use  has  no  longer 
been  a  nuisance  to  the  public. 


In  my  report  for  the  year  1958,  I  drew  attention  to  the  No.  1  Clearance  Area 
Order.  All  the  houses  in  existence  have  been  demolished  except  for  Nos.  6  and  6A 
Brook  Street.  These  two  houses  are  not  occupied  but  are  still  standing.  Further 
properties  were  the  subject  of  No.  2,  5>  and  4  Clearance  Area  Orders  which  were 
confirmed  in  March,  i960.  The  four  houses  in  No.  2  Order  6,  7,  8,  and  9  Three 
Horse  Shoes  Yard  are  empty  but  still  standing.  Nos.  28,  29,  and  30  of  No.  3  Order 
are  partially  demolished.  The  four  houses  of  No.  4  Order  have  been  demolished, 
but  the  houses  1 3/ 1 4  and  15  Emwell  Street  of  the  No.  5  Order  are  empty  but  still 
standing*  The  Minister  held  an  enquiry  with  regard  to  No.  1  Order  relating  to 
Nos.  1,  2,  3>  and  4  Three  Horse  Shoes  Yard  and  these  houses  are  shortly  to  be 
demolished.
